Sierra Madre fire equipment 
and volunteers were among the 
many from surrounding com¬ 
munities that answered the call 
to Cloverleaf Canyon north of 
Monrovia last Sunday after¬ 
noon after fire spread through 
125 acres of hills and brush- 
land. 

The blaze, believed to have 
been caused by careless rub¬ 
bish burning, brought more 
than 300 firemen from Mon- 
rovia, Azusa, Sierra Madre, Ar¬ 
cadia, Glendora, several other 
points in Los Angeles County, 
and the U. S. Forest Service.

ORDINANCE NO. 532 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY 
COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
SIERRA MADRE, CALIFOR¬ 
NIA, PROHIBITING THE DIS¬ 
CHARGE OF SURFACE, 
DRAINAGE OR STORM WA¬ 
TERS INTO PUBLIC SEW¬ 
ERS, AND PROVIDING PEN¬ 
ALTY FOR VIOLATION 
THEREOF. 

THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE 
CITY OF SIERRA MADRE 
DOES ORDAIN AS FOL¬ 
LOWS: 

SECTION 1. It .shall be un¬ 
lawful for an.v person, includ¬ 
ing any' public official or em¬ 
ployee, not otherwise specifi¬ 
cally authorized by law, to re¬ 
move or cause to be removed 
a manhole cover from a public 
sewer carrying domestic sew¬ 
age or industrial waste for the 
purpo.se of entering said sewer, 
or to discharge, deposit or cause 
to be discharged or deposited, 
surface, drainage or storm 
waters into a public sewer, un¬ 
less specific permission is 
first obtained from the own¬ 
ers and operators of said pub¬ 
lic sewer or from the officer 
of the owners and operators of 
said public sewer authorized 
to grant such permission. It 
shall also he unlawful for any 
per-son, including any public 
official or employee, or any 
person otherwise authorized by 
law to enter public sewers car¬ 
rying sanitary sewage and/or 
industrial waste, to con.struct or 
authorize construction of a con¬ 
nection to a public sewer or to 
remove a manhole cover, for 
the purpose of permitting or 
causing to be di.scharged into 
said public sewer, flood, sur¬ 
face, or storm waters. 

.SECTION 2. That any person, 
firm or corporation violating 
any of the provisions of this 
Ordinance shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and 
upon conviction thereof shall 
be punishable by a fine not ex¬ 
ceeding Five Hundred ($.500.00) 
Dollars, or by impri.sonment in 
the Citv Jail of .said City of 
Sierra Madre, or in the County 
Jail of the County of Los An¬ 
geles. State of California, at 
the discretion of the Commit¬ 
ting Magistrate, for a period 
not exceeding six (6) months, 
or by both fine and imprison¬ 
ment; and each such person, 
firm or corporation shall be 
deemed guilty of a .separate of- 
fense for each day during any 
portion of which the violation 
of or failure, neglect or refu- 
-sal to comply with, any of the 
provisions of this Ordinance is 
committed, continued or per¬ 
mitted. 

SECTION 3. The City Clerk 
shall certify to the adoption of 
this Ordinance and prior to the 
expiration of fifteen (15) days 
from the passage thereof .shall 
cause the same to be published 
once in the Sierra Madre News, 
a newspaper of general circu¬ 
lation, published and circulated 
in the City of Sierra Madre, 
and thirty (30) days from and 
after the final passage thereof 
said Ordinance shall take ef¬ 
fect and be in force.

1. A tortuous and distorted 
spine produces pressure or 
stress on various spinal nerve 
roots resulting in impairment 
of nerve impulses to various 
organs and tissues. In one area 
disturbed stomach functions 
are produced. In another mi¬ 
graine headaches result. Men- 
stral cramps result frequently 
flom impinged spinal nerve 
roots. Constipation and gas 
pains arise from spinal nerve 
root pressure in certain seg¬ 
ments. Sluggi.sh liver and gall 
bladder congestion frequently 
develop from impingod spinal 
nerve roots. Many other con¬ 
ditions could also be men¬ 
tioned. 

2. Shallow brealliing and 
lack of oxygen in the blood en¬ 
courages anemia and other 
degenerative processes. Many 
endocrine disturbances begin 
with disturbed breathing hab¬ 
its caused by poor posture 

3. Protruding abdomen with 
dropping of Internal organs far 
below normal functioning po¬ 
sition. The organs which are 
most commonly dropped are 
stomach, intestines and colon. 
Kidneys are also subject to 
dropping below their normal 
position. This sagging of the 
abdomen with falling of the 
internal organs into the pelvis 
Ls caused by poor posture espe¬ 
cially associated with sway 
back and shallow breathing. 
The organs are attached to the 
diaphragm and it becomes 
weak from habitual inactivity 
of shallow breathing. 

4. Poor posture causes crowd¬ 
ing and pressing of organs, 
stomach, heart, colon, liver and 
gail blader. The normal space 
which nature has allowed the 
various organs permits their 
uninhibited functioning, but 
pressing or crowding by faulty 
posture produces congestion 
and unnatural action and re¬ 
action between the organs. 

5. Bad posture causes fatigue- 
producing muscular contrac¬ 
tions to become established 
habit-patterns in the back, 
neck, thighs, calves and feet. 
These habitual muscular 
tension conditions consume 
energy and lower working effi¬ 
ciency and resistance to dis¬ 
ease. 

6. Nervous tension is one of 
modern man’s greatest trage¬ 
dies, and it must be admitted 
that it may all begin with bad 
posture—poor body balance, in¬ 
volving any one or all of the 
conditions listed above which 
react on the general nervous 
system as tension. It is no ac¬ 
cident that people that are 
models of correct posture and 
good body balance are not vic¬ 
tims of nervous tension. 

7. Mental balance, poise, as¬ 
surance Is practically synono- 
mous with body balance. Where 
can one find such horrible ex¬ 
amples of slouching carriage, 
bad posture and body inbal¬ 
ance as in institutions for men¬ 
tally diseased? 

These seven cardinal effects 
of poor body-balance should 
serve to remind us all that we 
can, by taking thought about 
our posture, practically insure 
our health far into the future. 
Some specialized guidance and 
counsel may be required from 
time to time. Stress from 
causes beyond our control may 
require correction and adjust¬ 
ment by one who is skilled in 
such matters, but first, last 
and always, the greatest thing 
that can be done for health 
assurance for each and all is 
within the power of most of us 
to do for ourselves! That is 
vigilant and determined atten¬ 
tion to body-balance, or correct 
posture. (ADV)
